SYNOPSIS: Gary Thomas Rowe, Jr., a Klan informant between 
Y> 0, and January, 1966, supplied information to the es 

Alabama Attorney General's Office concerning an alleged murde 

of a black man which he committed in 1963, and which was 

allegedly:°. reported to the FBI. In addition, speculation was 

made by State investigators that Rowe was involved in a number 

of bombings and in the possible slaying of a civil rights 

worker. Contact with Birmingham Field Office and a review of 

FBIHQ informant files reveals no indication that the Bureau 

was aware that such activity might have been engaged in by Rowe. 


RECOMMENDATION: None. For information. 
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DETAILS: Rowe, a Klan informant of the Birmingham Offfe= 77 
between May, 1960, and January, 1966, recently supplied 

information to the Alabama Attorney General's Office which 

appeared in a series of. articles in the 7/9 and'11/78, editions 

of the "New York Times." The articles indicated the following:

1) While an informant of the Bureau in 1963, 
Rowe shot a black man to death, then kept quiet 
about the killing at the instructions of his case 
Agent. 


2) Rowe may have been involved in the bombing 
of the 16th Street Baptist Church in Birmingham in 
1963, which resulted in the death of four. young 
girls. 


3) Rowe may have been involved in the 
firebombing of the home of A. G. Gaston, a black 
millionaire in Birmingham, as well as setting off 
explosives in a black neighborhood. 


4) Rowe may have been a participant in the 
slaying of civil rights worker, Viola Liuzzo. 


It should be pointed out at the outset that the 
claim of shooting a black man in 1963, was the only statement 
actually made by Rowe in which he claims responsibility. The 
other items listed above are speculations and contentions 
made by unnamed investigators and authorities associated with 
a probe being conducted by the Alabama Attorney General's 
Office concerning various murders which occurred during the 
civil rights movement in the 1960's. These speculations are 

based in part upon State-conducted polygraph examinations 
‘which were administered to Rowe. 


In order to_resolve these allegations, contact was 
made with Supervisor[ sand sat Jot the 
Birmingham Office, who have been assisting the Alabama Attorney 
General's Office in its probe and have extensively reviewed 
Rowe's informant file, as well as the file on the bombing of | 
the 16th Street Baptist Church. In addition, Rowe's informant 
file has been reviewed at FBIHQ. 


Regarding the allegation that Rowe shot a black man 
in 1963, and subsequently advised his case Agent, no indi- 
cation whatsoever:could be located in field or Headquarters 
informant files which would substantiate such an incident.

There was also no indication in Birmingham files 
that Rowe was involved in the 16th Street Baptist Church 
bombing, any other bombings, or the shooting of Viola Liuzzo. 
File reviews reveal that after the 16th Street Baptist Church 
was bombed, Rowe was contacted by his case Agent and asked 
whether he knew anything about the bombing. He indicated 
that he did not. Files also reflect that Rowe had testified 
during the trial of the killers of Liuzzo to the fact that he 
had been in the car withthree other Klansmen when the murder 
occurred, but had not, himself, participated in the shooting. 
The other three Klansmen were convicted of this crime. 


It should be noted that Rowe has made numerous 
claims in the past concerning his participation in violence 
while an informant. Files indicate that Rowe was constantly 
advised by his case Agent to avoid violence and to contact the 
FBI Office when he thought violence might occur. Birmingham 
points out that there is nothing in Birmingham files which 
indicates that Rowe was involved in the crimeshe admits or 
is alleged to have participated in. This does not discount 
the fact that he might have been without Bureau knowledge.

In a meeting on 7/12/78 between Mr. Adams and Deputy 

Attorney General Civiletti, Terry Adamson, Phil Jordan, and Mike 

Shaheen of the Department's Office of Professional Responsibility, 

Mr. Civiletti stated that the Department of Justice, in accord with 

an understanding between Judge Webster and Judge Bell, would not 

investigate the FBI. Mr. Civiletti stated the FBI would handle its own. 


Briefly, the allegations involving Rowe are as follows: 


(1) Rose killed a black man and allegedly told an 
FBI agent that he had done so. The FBI agent 
allegedly told Rowe to forget it. 


(2) The black man allegedly killed has not been 
identified, nor has it been determined that a 
black man was killed during the pertinent time 
period. The Attorney General stated on television 
on the night of 7/11/78 that the FBI was getting 
a "bum rap" with regard to this issue. 


(3) Rowe allegedly is involved in the bombing of the 
16th Street Baptist Church, Birmingham, Alabama. 


(4) Viola Liuzzo, according to two individuals who were 
convicted, was shot by Rowe. 


The Department of Justice is responding to the Kennedy letter 
and it is anticipated that this response will include the following: 


(1) The Department of Justice's Office of Professional 
Responsibility will review any action taken by the 
Civil Rights Division of the Department. 


(2) The Alabama State authorities will be asked for any 
and all information in their possession concerning Rowe. 


(3) The FBI's Office of Professional Responsibility is 
being requested to conduct a preliminary investigation.

ATLANTA, July 8— A renewed investi- 
gation by Alabama authorities into mur- 
ders during the 1960's civil rights move- 
ment has indicated that the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation's chief paid inform- 
ant in the Ku Klux Klan might have been. 
an agent-provocateur who participated in 
and helped plan the incidents that the 
F.B.1_ hired him to monitor. 

The informant, Gary Thomas Rowe 
Jr., has failed two polygraph — lie detec- 
tor — tests in which he denied involve- 
ment in the 1963 bombing that killed four 
black children at the 16th Street Baptist 
Church in Birmingham, according to 
records compiled by the Alabama Artor- 
ney General's staff and the Birmingham 
Police ice Department. 

Statements Made to Police ; 

Because of his ‘deceptive’ answers on 
the polygraph tests Mr. Rowe is now sus-

The Luizzo case brought Mr. Rowe, 2 
former nightclub bouncer, national atten- 
tion in 1965 when his testimony, under 
protection and a grant of im- 
munity from state and Federal prosecu- 
tors, sent three Birmingham Klansmen 
to prison.
